Jacobs Oil trade marks, contended, how- 
ever, that sufficient similarity existed be- 
ta een the term St. Patricks applied by 
Churchill and Comr-auv and St. Jacobs as 
used by the Vogelar Company to cause eon- 
fusion in the minda of the public and lead 
to purchasers being deceived. In support 
of this position they submitted an over- 
whelming amonnt of evidence from En- 
glish, American and Australian sources 
with the reaalt stated. Under the decision 
of the court Churchill and Company can 
not register their mark and must pay costs 
of the case. This is the second trade mark 
suit won by the Vogaler Company ia En- 
gland within three years.
